ME1RING TO ADDRESS THE AZANIAN PEOPLE'S LIBERATION ARMY 
(APLA) AND MK PERCEPTIONS THAT THEY WERE NOT BEING 
INTEGRATED, BUT ABSORBED, AND THAT THE PROCESS WAS DRAGGING 
ON TOO LONG. ON THE SUBJECT OF LOW PAY, MANDELA SAID THAT 
THERE WAS NOTHING THAT COULD BE DONE BEFORE THE NATIONAL 
BUDGET NEXT YEAR. IN RESPONSE TO THE SOLDIERS’ COMPLAINT 
OF RACISM AMONG WHITE MEMBERS OF THE SANDF AND DEMAND THAT 
DEFENSE MINISTER JOE ((MODISE)) AND SANDF CHIEF OF STAFF, 
GENERAL SIPHIWE ((NY AN DA)) RESIGN, MANDELA ASKED THE 
DEFENSE COMMAND COUNCIL TO ENSURE THAT SANDF OFFICIALS 
TREAT THE FORMER GUERRILLAS W ITH SENSITIVIT Y. IN RESPONSE 
TO THE MK’S DEMAND FOR NYANDA AND MODISE’S RESIGNATION, 
MANDELA REPLIED THAT THEY ARE PEOPLE WHOSE CREDENTIALS ARE 
ABOVE REPROACH.
